THE TROUBLES IN MACEDONIA, 

The Macedonian (Question may at any 
moment come to the front and Europe has 
not a single solution ready at hand to solve 
the “hundred and one racial problems with 
which that “Question” is permeated. To-day’s 
telegrams show that the disorders are on the 
increase and the rebellion appears to be wide. 
spread. Orders have been given for the Turkish 
troops to move. For a long time past the Mace. 
donian Committee in Bulgaria has been aiming 
at making Macedonia quite ungovernable by 
the Turke, On the other hand, Turkish 
notions of Government have undergone no 
change since they first overran south-eastern 
Europe, ‘The native honesty which abounds 
among the Mussulman common people has very

pay. The Turkish troops and police in Mace. 


donia get no wages; yet they share the common 
human weakness of supposing that men mist 
live somehow. They have thus contracted the 
bad habit of plundering villages and carrying 
off the food they have no money to buy. It ig 
vain to look to Constantinople for aby serious 
attempt to maintain order in the province 
which the concert of Europe, in the Treaty of 
Berlin, marked out for reform. What with 
Bulgarian mischief-making, native turbulence. 
and Turkish maladministration, it is not 
wonderful that Macedonia isa seething cal. 
dron. Further west we have the gentle Alba. 
nians carrying on systematio plunder in Mace. 
donia. The central Government has no other con. 
trol than such as may be derived from playing 
off one faction against another. It cannot collect 
taxes nor can it obtain recruits for the Otto. 
manarmy. But the Sultan has an Albanian 
bodyguard around his sacred person, for these 
outthroats can be depended on to be fuaithfu! 
to their salt. Yet a timid master will not 
try them too far; so, lest there should be dis. 
content in the bodyguard,the Albanian at home 
is allowed to follow his own sweet will. 

Throughout these distracted regions one 
looks in vain for any power or influence that 
makes for order and progress. Besides 
Macedonian discontent, Bulgarian intrigue, 
Albanian violence, and Turkish incapacity, 
we have the restless ambitions of Greeks and 
Serbs and Montenegrins. Yet they might all. 
go on indefinitely with their perpetual turbu. 
lenoe were it not that from time to time one or 
another becomes a pawn in the game of one of 
the Great Powers, Sv though unrest is more 
accentuated, than usual, and though these 
struggling nationalities haye now got just ede. 
cation enough to enable them to intrigue and 
plot without foreign instigation, it does not 
follow that anything will happen of serious 
interest to the onter world, unless one 
of the neighbouring Powers directly or 
indirectly takes a hand in the game. It 
is not clear that any Power has any inte. 
rest at this moment in stirring up further 
mischief, though there have recently been 
symptoms of a tendency in Russia to pay more 
attention to the Near Hast..There is some 
apprehension that Germany may push com. 
mercial advantages too far, unless Russia 
makes some move to re-assert her influence 
and authority. . But it is very difficult to . 
judge how much these tendencies and specula- 
tions amount to. The Sultan is, as usual, more 
fully prepared than people generally imagine. 
Large bodies of Turkish troops are in 
Macedonia, Their presence leads to high 
prices of provisions, and to various restric. 
tions and severities which are regrettable but 
which cannot ba avcided. Russia, too, is un. 
willing to have a disturbance in the Near 
Kast till she has consolidated herself in the 
Far East, and Austria-Hungary’s inflaence 
is, as usual, for peaca, In these circumstances 
it may be admitted that strong pressure can 
be brought to bear on Bulgaria and the Al- 
banians if they should show a fixed deter- 
mination to break the peace,

To tHe Eprtor or THe Eayprtan Gazerre. 


Sir,—TI have read with astonishment the corres. 
pondence that has appeared in your columns in 
reference to this—well, weshall say—antiquated heap 
of stones. In the first place, I think, you, Mr. 
Editor, proved pretty conclusively in a note you had 
on the subject in your paper some days ago, that 
this so-called Roman tower is not of Roman origin 
at all, and I think it does not require an expert to 
see the truth of your statement, The other day I 
was speaking to a friend, who, I think, has a fair 
knowledge of these matters, and he gave it as his 
opinion, with very good reasons for saying so, that 
this erection cannot be more than 200 years old. 
We may now assume, I think, that it does not 
belong to the Roman period atall. This dispenses 
with any arguments brought forward, to the effect 
thatit should be preserved on account of its anti- 
quity. There are only two othor sensible arguments, 
so far as I can see, that can be brought forward as 
reasons to justify ite retention. Let us briefly con- 
sider them, and see if they are applicable in this 
case.Firstly, let us look at it, from what we may call 
a common-sense point of view. Is it of any practical 
use, as it stands? So far as I can seo, it only serves 
asa place for dirty-looking Arabs to lounge about, 
and as an obstruction to the prettiest view we have, 
—the sea. Secondly, is it ornamental ? Now, while f 
yield tono one inmy love for the beauties of 
nature and art, I fail to see—it may be due to my 
ignorance, of course—any beauty whatever in this 
specimen of byegone architectural ugliness. If it is 
the object of the “Society for the Preservation of 
Ancient Architectural Ugliness,” or whatever they 
call themselves, to preserve monuments like these, 
then, I consider, the sooner it becomes non est the 
better. I think, Sir, you will agree with me that the 
sooner this mawkish, sickly,sickening sentiment also 
dies # natural death, and gives place to a love and 
admiration for real art, and above all for the beauties 
of nature, the better it will be for everybody.

School, Capetown : 

“Lhave always felt that the modern idea 
of giving prizes only for literary attainments 
is an utter mistake, I will not argue that 
the Greeks were absolutely right in putting 
physical attributes first, but I do think the 
winner of a school prize should not be solely 
a book-worm, or,on the other hand, with no 
thought except for the training of his physical 
attributes. With these ideas, I beg to offer, 
through you, to the governing body of the 
Diocesan College School, a yearly sum of 
£250 to provide for the support of the winner 
of his scholarship at Oxford for three years, 
There would be a new contest every fourth 
year, as during my lifetime I should yearly 
send the authorities a cheque for £250.

That he is enormously rich, and that, if not, 
the Foreign Office pays! 

That he will meet you at the station or the 
steamer if you ask him. 

That he will “put you down” at 
whether he knows you or not. 

That he is judge, jury, magistrate, banker, 
tourist agent, and commercial traveller. 

That he has oabs and boats free, and a pass 
on all railways, 

That he oan take people “to see things” 
gratis. 

That he is at every one’s disposal, and can 
even grant a divorce. 

“The Consul is a maid-of-all-work to the 
British abroad,” says another afflicted official. 
“He is guide, nurse, pilot, and adviser when 
trouble arises ; but when all goes well nobody 
ever takes any notice of him.”

some clay in most sands, whether from the 
sea-shore or the desert, and some fine quartz 
in most clays; in fact, whether the dust come 
from our roads—when it may be quite a little 
collection of minerals, including tiny splinters 
of ilint--or from Turkestan plains or Caspian 

steppes, it will be like our brick-earth, a 

mixture of powdered olay and minute grains 
of quartz. In our Islands, as in most parts of 

Europe, we are free from dust-storms. But in 

whole regions of Asia, Africa, and, to a less 
extont Amerioa, they sometimes make life 
insupportable, and are even destructive to it, 
besides materially altering the minor outlines 
of aregion. But there wasa time, distant, 
nodonbt, though after Man had appeared 
on the earth, when much’ of Central Europe 
—possibly even including our own Islands, 
though to a less extent—was as familiar with 
n plague of dust as the Kirgiz of the Caspian 
steppes, Spread over hundreds of equare 
miles North of the Alps and the Pyrenees is a 
curious deposit, called “loess,” which for long 
puzzled geologists, It is generally pale in 
colour, yellow or greyish brown, a fine-grain. 
ed, nearly hcemogeneous, consistent loam, 
composed chiefly of clay, which can be rubbed 
in the hands to an almost imperceptible 
powder, but mixed with fine sandy and oal- 
careous matter—on the whole, not very unlike 
the brick-earths about Crayford and Erith. It 
cecupies the great river valleys; it spreads 
out over the lowlands, extending from the 
Alps, the Pyrenees, and the Balkans on the 
South, to Belgium, the North-German Plain, 
and Poland. On the West it reaches Southern 
France; on the East it passes beyond the 
limits of the Continent far away into Asia. In 
Europe it is seldom found more than a 
thousand feet above sea level, though it has 
heen observed at five thousand feet in the 
Carpathians. Everywhere it covers, like a 
mantle, the irregular surface of the older 
rocks—thickest in the lowlands, thinner as it 
is traced up the hill slopes. 

Of what itis made was easily settled, but 
how it came there was the difficulty. Evidently 
it is a comparatively modern deposit, dating 
from the later part of, or from immediately 
after, the great Ice Age. Thus it belongs to 
a time when the climate of Europe was 
colder than it is now, when the mountains 
were more snowy and the glaciers bigger. 
Some of the earlier geologists appealed to 
the Universal Deluge, but for many reasons 
that explanation has long ceased to find 
fayour, though we believe it still has one 
sturdy advocate, Others suggested that at 
this janetare the Northern part of Europe 
had sunk down fora few hundred feet, enough 
to bring the sea up to the frontier of the 
mountains. Into this sea the glacier-fed 
rivers, turbid as the Alpine torrents of to-day, 
nt swollen to a vaster volume, swept quan- 
tities of fine mud, which drifted far away 
from its source before it settled softly down 
on the submerged hills and valleys. But as 
the “loess” is often at least fifty feet thick, 
the seamust have stayed much longer than 
the Noachian Fiood, and there should have 
‘been time for the usual tenants of its watera 
to cooupy parts of Central Europe, even if 
ithey did not reach the feet cf the Alps. 
‘But though fossils sometimes are not rare in 
ithe “loess,” none of them are marine. Next, 
‘it was asserted to be a lake deposit, but that 
‘theory itivolves the problem of holding up 
‘the waters. That a convenient mound rose up 
somewhere near the North Sea and Baltic 
coast, and then subsided so completely that 
|the rivers returned to their old courses, is 
/not a probable supposition. 
Some geologists met the difficulty in 
another way. They adopted as their maxim, 
|“When in difficulty, send for an ice-sheet.” 
| They imagined one of these to have crept 
| down either from the hill country of Scandi- 
| havia and Britain, orfrom Polar regions. But 


} 
| Yeilection soon showed this vast icy barrier to 


| be a poetic rather than a scientific conception ; 
80 this dream also vanishéd, though, like the 
| Flood, it may still haunt a few vivid imagi- 
nations. But if “the loees” came neither from 
sea nor from lake, what could have been 
its origin? It is very like river mud yet it 
covers sume places which river water could not 
reach. A careful study of its fossils sug- 
gested a solution of the difficulty, Though 
they are not abundant, a fair number have 
been collected. In the lower part of the“loess” 
an Arctic fauna prevails—the musk ox and the 
reindeer, two species of lemming, the Arctic 
fox, the glutton, and the mountain hare— 
together with a number of birds still exiat- 
ing in circumpolar regions. In the upper 
part occur the remains of the jerboa, the 
pouched and the Polish marmot, the 
Saiga antelope, the tailless hare, the steppe- 
lemming, and sundry voles—in fact, mammals 
Which are characteristic of the sub-arctic 
steppes of Russia and Siberia. There were 
also found the mammoth, the woolly rhino- 
cero, the lion, the wild horse, and other 
quadrupeds kaown to have ranged over most 
of Europe when the Great Joe Age was passing 
away. Remains of fishes and reptiles are rare, 
of amphibians not common, but some mollusos 
are fairly abundant. The great majority are 
land-shells; out of nearly two hundred and 
twelve thousand specimens examined from the 
Rhine “loess” there was only one brackish 


It is, in short, a great dust formation. Of 
this we have now only a very limited expe- 
rience in Europe. We see the sand drifting 
in with clouds along the shore and forming 
dunes, we grumble when the Hast winds blow 
in our streets and the wateroarts remain at 
home, but the dust-storms of the great deserts 
in Asia and Africa are positive terrors to man 
and beast. The finer the material the more 
intolerable is the nuisanoe. In Central Asia, 
we are told, the air, even on a oalm day, 
is often thick with fine dust, and in Khotan 
it is sometimes impossible, even at noontide, 
to read a book without lJamp-light, On the 
Oaspian steppes clay or sand is constantly on 
the drift during the dry Summer, racing along 
over the ground, darkening the air, coming to 
rest here and there in the lee of pro. 
jeoting rocks, and still more in, hollows 
aud valleys — blown away from exposed 
situations and acoumulating in every shel. 
tered spot. In such a region trees are 
almost unknown, and there is nothing to keep 
the soil in place, In the early Summer, 
after the melting snow or the Spring rains, 
the grass may be green, but it soon withers, 
and leaves the earth exposed. The Summers 
are atid and hot, the Winters bitterly cold ; 
conditions unfavourable to vegetation serve to 
make a “barren and dry land.” An exact 
parallel to the European “loess,” only on a 
grander scale, can be found in China; and 
the discovery of it by Baron yon Richthofen 
placed the origin of the former beyond reason. 
able doubt. In the provinces of Honan and 
Shansi especially, the sandy clay buries almost 
everything, extending sometimes even up to 
eight thousand feet above sea level, Thickest 
in the valleys, where it may be measured by 
hundreds of feet, it becomes thinner on 
the slopes, just as in Europe. The rivers have 
cut gorges through it, the cliffs of which are 
sometimes five hundred feet in height; and 
in these, so firmly does it set, the people 
carve their dwellings. Dust deposits there 
may be which have been formed by flooded 
rivers, or in lakes; ice may have done much 
to make or transport the original mud; but 
in Northern Europe, as in China, the wind 
has brought it where it now reposes. So the 
Great Ice Age in Northern Europe was 
succeeded by the Great Dust Age, when the 
climate was colder and drier than now. Of 
this eome traces have been detected even in 
Britain. An elevation of a few hundred 
feet would convert a great extent of shallow 
sea into dry land,-would render the British 
climate less rainy and more extreme, and 
would transform Central Europe into some- 
thing like the steppes of the Caspian basin or 
cf Siberia.

THE CONDITION OF TRIPOLL 


A correspondent in Constantinople sends 
us the following communication, which is 
based on information obtained from Turkish 
sources: “Some papers abroad having pub- 
lished unfounded reports with regard to 
alleged disturbances in the Vilayet of Tripoli, 
‘and so-called complaints of the inhabitants 
against the local Ottoman authorities, it is 
but fair and just that the true state of 
affairs should be briefly explained, The Porte 
is now in possession of cfficial documents 
which show that, far from being opposed to 
the new system of enlistment and of valuation 
of the land, nearly all the villages and towns 
have sent either to the Porte or to the 
Governor General of that province mazbatas, 
ie., petitions, stating that they were perfectly 
satisfied with the military regulations in those 
regions and with the official survey of all the 
landed property throughout the vilayet: For 
instance, the inhabitants of Djefara, in the 
distriot of Chiryan, and those of the important 
region of Tarkhouna have sent to the Valia 
telegram and. several petitions protesting 
against the erroneous allegations of foreign 
papers and asserting their devotion to the 
Imperial Government, while the Mussulman 
community of Adjilat has telegraphed direot 
to the Porte expressing the same feeling of 
loyalty to the Throne and their readiness to 
obey the existing laws. The leading men of 
the great tribe of Nevossil have also petitioned 
the Governor to the same effect. Some of 
the petitioners have even offered to send a 
delegate to Constantinople for the purpose of 
putting more stress to their fidelity. The 
Vali was therefore plainly justified in 
declaring in his communication to the Porte 
that order and tranquillity are prevailing 
in the provinve, and that the bulk of the 
population there does not resist in any way 
the military rules nor the registration of 
tenements and estates. A few agitators, 
men of bad repute and known as such, 
endeavoured, indeed, to oreate disturbances, 
but when they found that the inhabitants 
were against them they fled to Djerba, in 
Tunisian territory, where they signed a 
memorandum oontaining unsupported and 
imaginary grievances. ‘The whole population 
of the vilayet of Tripoli hastened to reprove 
the action of this handful of seditious 
malcontents, who, if ever they set foot in 
Tripoli again, will be dealt with according 


to law.”

be found that none of them are fraught with 
diffeulty. In choosing the route home there 
abe several things to be considered. ‘To begin 
with there is the difference in climate between 
Bevpt and the various points at which you may 
arrive in Burope. This depends partly upon 
the month in which you leave Egypt, for Cairo 
in Januaty may be a little warmer than the 
Riviera, and possibly not so warm as Sicily, but 
in March it will be warmer than Rome, and more 
uniformly warm than many other places in 
Europe. ~ Many people leave Egypt too early in 
the vear, for as a rule the weather in April and 
May is perfect. The warmest places to go ta 
on leaving Egypt are Sicily and Southern Spain. 
Venice and the district (although they have 
many attractions) are not uniformly warm until 
much later, Florence is very beautiful and full 
of interest, but sometimes there are cold winds 
in the early spring. 
Many will want to take into consideration the 
number of days to be spent at sea, and we there- 
fore subjoin a list showing the time occupied on 
each of the various routes between Egypt and 
the the Continent of Europe. They are as

As regards the train journeys from Cairo, the 
shortest is that to Alexandria, without change 
(3) bours). That to Port Said, with one change 
takes 6 hours. 

The least expensive way to England is by the 
Moss, Papayanni, Prince, and Westcott line of 
steamers from Alexandria to Liverpool. The 
German Levant line has also good steamers 
‘*%) from Alexandria to Hamburg. The most 
expensive but quickest through Continental 
routes are by P. & O. Brindisi express from 
Port Said, and the Austrian Lloyd Trieste- 

- Vienna express from Alexandria, 

As regards heavy luggage, it must be 
borne in mind that very little luggage is allowed | 
free on the railways of Europe, but there are 
several good and responsible forwarding agents 
in Egypt who undertake at a fixed charge to 
deliver packages to any address in Burope. 
This generally takes from five to six weeks from 
the time the forwarding agents receive the 
baygage,

of speed. They are called the “ Ferry boats,” 
having been specially built to carry the British 
mail from Port Said to Brindisi, If you are 
going straight through to England yon will find 
the train waiting at Brindisi which will take you 
to Calais without chatiging. It has complete 
arrangements for sleeping and eating on board, 


and you should arrive in London on the fifth’ 


day from leaving Port Said. 

The express goes north via Ancona, on the 
East coast, so that if you elect to go to Naples 
and Rome you may possibly have to wait at 
Brindisi some time for your frain, At Brindisi 
there is nothing to see except the place which 
is supposed to have been the termination of 
the Appian way from Rome. 

From. Brindisi to Naples is a journey of 
11 hours, but it can be broken at 7aranto, 
two hours run from Brindisi, 

Tarentum, founded in the 8th century 3.c. 
by Spartans, was the first city of Great Grebee, 
It has had a varied and exciting history, and 
remains of fine buildings—theatre, temple, 
circus and aqueduct—tell of its importance. Its 
situation is most picturesque. The bay is the 
only secure port on the gulf, the entrance being 
so narrow that it is spanned by a bridge of 
seven arches. Passing Metaponto, another 
Greek settlement, eight hours takes you across 
the toe of Italy to Fboli, a charming place 
beautifully situated on high ground with a fine 
view over sea and land. It boasts an ancient 
castle and an old church with a curious painting 
of the crucifixion. Here, too, are Roman 
remains, the most conspicuous being a fine old 
bridge across the river. 

From Eboli, Salerno lies on the coast distant 
about half-an-hour away. This is one of the 
most beautiful places in Southern: Italy. On 
a height 905 feet above the seu stand the ruins 
of its Norman castle, giving a most imposing 
appearance to the place.. The cathedral contains 
some, very fine marble, and an llth century 
Byzantine bronze door. Salerno was at one 
time a seat of learning, its medical schoo! being 
famous ; the university was closed in 1817. 
You must visit Pestum'’s wonderful Greek 
temples, which are second only to those at 
Athens. The travertine walls, the gates, the 
Temples of Neptune and Ceres, and the Basilica 
are of surpassing interest and the place is a 
happy hunting ground for the sketcher, 

Naples is reached in an hour and a-half, 
(See Route V.) Thence you must proceed to 
Rome, whence you may go by Florence and 
Bologna to Milan and the Italian Lakes; 
then by the St. Gothard line to Lucerne, Basle 
and Calais, Or you may go by the coast, by 
Civita Veechia and Pisa to Genoa and home 
by Turin and the Mont Cenis route. (See

If one does not enjoy quite 80 much fine coast 
scenery, one has by way of compensation the 
light of approaching the ever-lovely Naples by 
sea, For if you go by this route you will either 
take one of the sumptuous North German Lloyd 
| steamers or an Orient Liner from Port Said, or 
‘a Florio Rubattino from Alexandria, all of 
; which will stop at Naples. 

You should try to take a steamer that will 
go through the Straits of Messina by day, for 
‘the near views of Sicily are very delightful ; 
indeed, on both sides the coast scenery is most 
interesting. Atter leaving Naples (see Route VY.) 
the steamer passes within sight of Elba before 
coming to Genoa, : 

Genoa, “la Superba,” is acity of palaces with 
many fine pictures. It is also a centre from 
‘which you may make several interesting little 
trips. 

Between Genoa and there are 
many charming places with good hotels and 
several pensions, Santa Margherita has 
become very popular. This little place is 174 
miles from Genoa, whence the driving road 
is very fine. But finer still-is the short road to 
Rapallo, For those fond of walking this is a 
most nttractive place, for there is a greater 
number of beautiful walks than at most places 
near, There are excursions by boat too and 
wonderful drives; the country between rl 
and Chiavari (6 miles further east) being perhaps 
the most beautiful part of the Italian Riviera, 
There are also hills to be ascended ; Porto Fino 
2,010 feet, Monte Penna, from Chiavari, 5,600 
feet. The views of the Appenines and the sea 
make a magnificent combination, A four-mile 
walk takes you past ‘shipbuilding-Lavagna to 
Sestri Levante, situated in a picturesque bay.
